Wreckage of a plane— apparently 
a British airliner missing with 34 
[x-rsons aboard—was found today 
in mountains near Prades, about 
30 miles from Perpignan, police 
at tirades annourx’ed. 
The wreckage was spotted by 
residents in the area of the Cani- 
gou Peak of the Pyrenees at * an 
altitude of some 6.000 feet. 
Weather in the area was re­ 
ported bad. Mt. Canigou, which 
is mined for iron ore, rises to 
9,137 feet. 
The British plane, a Dakota, 
dropped from sight on a flight 
from Gatw’ick Airport nar Lon­ 
don to Perpignan, a regional com­ 
mercial center of 65,000 in south­ 
ern France about IO miles from 
the Mediterranean and 20 from 
the Spanish frontier. 
A spokesman for Derby Avia­ 
tion, owners of the missing plane, 
said there were 31 passengers and 
3 crew member* aboard, 


The passengers were Hying to 
France to begin a bus tour of the 
Costa Brava in Spain after land­ 
ing. 
It was believed all aboard were 
British. 
At Perpignan, a team of 35 
mountain climbers waited in case 
word came that plane wreckage 
had been found.

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AMENDMENT NO. 5 
This amendment would permit the State, 
during an economic recession, to contract 
debts for two or more purposes, when au­ 
thorized by law and approved by voters 
at a general election. Except as otherwise 
provided in the Constitution, State debt 
now may be authorized at a general elec­ 
tion only for a single purpose and only one 
law incurring such debt may be submitted 
to the people at any one time. 
Proponents say this amendment is neces­ 
sary to insure adequate financing of the 
public works stockpile to stimulate the 
economy in critical times, when reduction 
of state revenues might prevent pay-as- 
you-go financing. 
Opponents claim there is no present ur­ 
gent need for the kind of expanded emer­ 
gency borrowing power the amendment 
would provide. As of the end of the 1960 
State fiscal year there was available to the 
State a borrowing capacity totalling more 
than $1.4 billion, representing authorized, 
but unissued bonds. 
The State Finance Article, which this 
proposed amendment would change, will be 
the subject of a basic study in the near fu­ 
ture. It would seem prudent to await the 
results of the study before any revision is 
made.

THE RUNAWAY DRIVER 
The high speed chase was a stock comedy 
element in the old silent movies. The high 
speed chase continues to be an element in 
movie and television drama, both serious 
and comic. Unfortunately the high speed 
chase also is a familiar element in the day- 
to-day life of most communities. 
Unfortunately, because when police cars 
pursue another through city streets at 70 
or 80 miles an hour someone Is likely to 
get hurt. That someone may be the person 
at the wheel of the fleeing car; it may be 
the pursuing officers. Or it may be a pedes­ 
trian or motorists involved only by the 
machinations of fate. 
The police face a dilemma. If they press 
the case—of a stolen car, say, or one that 
has left the scene of an accident—to its 
conclusion, they risk a crash that may in­ 
jure or kill the innocent as well as the 
guilty. If they quit the chase rather than 
accept this risk, the fleeing motorist es­ 
capes and others are tempted to break the 
law because they think they, too, could 
escape. 
What is needed is a way to mark the 
fleeing car and bring its driver to justice. 
That is easier said than done. But the prob­ 
lem does not seem insoluble. Could the 
police fire a paint capsule that would un­ 
mistakably mark the car? Could they fire, 
even, an electronic device that would at­ 
tach itself magnetically and give off an 
incriminating signal? That sounds like sci­ 
ence fiction. But stranger things than this 
are used to handle less vexing problems 
than that of the runaway driver.
